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The present invention relates to an improvement for j*ood screws, particularly, screws with rolled 
threads, carriage bolts and similar devices, in which the screw comprises, between the threaded 
section nd a cylindrical section of reduced length, a f ection of helical or other grooves, the diameter 
of thus section being preferably equal to or very sligh jly greater than that of the threaded sect™ 
and equal to or very slightly less than that of the cylmdrical section. 

This arrangement is used to correctly- fasten the scre^v in its hole without play through the 
additional action of the grooves, which accurately «Am the wood, penetrating it after the threaded 
section, said grooves being used to pack the chips «his formed. While this technical advantage 
provides a better grip than an ordinary screw, the indention can save a significant quantity of metal 
in the case of a screw whose threads are rolled, especially if these screws are large, long, or heavy. 
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A form of the present invention is shown as an exampleiin the atuiched drawing. This example is, of 

course, applicable to all types of wood screws, bolts, etc.; regardless of the shape of the head or

Note that the length of sections 2 and 3 together corres xmds approximately to the length of the 
cylindrical section that follows the threaded section in ] irevious wood screws. Such a cylindrical 
section has no effect on the correct attachment of the strew and is beneficially reduced in the 
present invention to the thickness of the sheet metal oi other metal piece that we may wish to 
attach beneath the piece of wood It is preferable in fac ; that such a piece of sheet metal does not 
wear the grooves and touches only the smooth cylindrical section 2* of the shank.
